Prospective Scarcity of Beef 

The A can Agriculturist 
asks: Are we to experience a beef 
famine? The facts seem to indicate 
it, and many sources believed to be 
trustworthy point to the scarcity 
of beef in the near future. Some 
authority expect short commons 
in 1888, others defer the evil hour 
until 1889. The severity of the 
Winter of 1886-1887 was such as to 
heavily deplete the herds of the 
northwest. The losses which oc- 
curred were in old cows and year- 
lings. These are classes which 
would not effect the supply of the 
coming year, nor yet of 1889, save 
that a general shortage would 
stiffen prices in some degree. These 
old and very young animals died 
from poverty rather than exposure. 
No matter how extreme the cold 
had the cattlefbeen well fed only a 
few would have succumbed to the 
influence of the extreme cold; as it 


was, the ranches were over-stocked. 
The Winter feed, which consists of 
natural grasses cured on the 
poe’ had all been eaten down 
ong before Winter really set in, 
and starvation follewed. Another 
source of apprehension arises from 
the numerous losses in the south- 
west, where the want of water was 
such that entire districts were 
cleared of their herds; the drouth 
caused the death of all ages of cat- 
tle, so that an immediate drain was 
felt at many local points. Still the 
number of Spanish cattle seem to 
represent legions. On our eastern 
markets these same long-horned 
wanderers of the plains are most 
unwelcome visitors. The large 
wholesale butchers are timid of 
them; the beef is coarse and dis- 
celors readily, aud the carcasses 
dress to poor advantage. These 
far apart losses give rise to appre- 
hension, which is rather shadowy 
when calmly investigated. No 
losses heavier than usual are re- 
ported from any other of the cattle 
growing States. Now the worst 
that our cattlemen need fear is a 
probable rise in prices which will 
decrease the volume of our export 
trade, in that as a margin of profit 
ceases, foreign shipments from our 
ports must also cease, until prices 
again go down to a lower plain. 
Beef cattle are too low to be re- 
munerative to the producer, who 
is relatively also too far away from 
the consumer; that is, there are too 
many money-makers between the 
rauchmen and beef-consuming 
public. In September last, native 
steers bred and grazed in Virginia 
averaging 890 pounds gross, were 
sold at taree cents per pound, giv- 
ing the result of $25 70 per head. 
At the same time Texas and coarse 
grass-fed Colorado steers were not 
saleable. The highest 5 7 reached 
in the New York and New Jersey 
live stock yards for many weeks 
past has been five and three-quar- 
ter cents per pound gross, and 
only a few selected beeves ebtained 
that figure. The highest price for 
heavy fully fatted grade steers, was 
ten cents per pound net, or $5 60 
per hundred weight, gross; a few 
sales of selected beeyes reached 
$5 65 per hundred weight. The 
average weights of these beeves 
were from 1,400 te 1,580 pounds. 
Weights above these are too heavy 
in the season of Summer heat; the 
carcasses require so much more ice 
for cooling, and ice is costly and 
lowers the already small margin of 
rofit left to the wholesale butcher. 
view of these facts, and the evi- 
dent abundance of our present 
supply, judged by the lowness of 
prices, there is no just cause for 
alarm. Probably prices will ad- 
vance, but as yet the signs indicate 
nothing extreme. An advance of 
one cent per pound would be felt 
in the export business, but would 
go unregarded in our local trade. 


A horseman figures it out this 
way: If it costs $80 to raise a 
horse, and he sells at $88, the pro- 
fit is ten per cent. If he sells at 
$176, twice as much, the $96 is not 
twice ten per cent, but twelve 
times that rate. A rise of $8 in 
the price doubles the profits. And 
this rise at least can be secured for

The Remains of the Hanged An- 
archists, 

Cuicaao, Nov. 12.—About 5,000 peo- 
ple viewed the remains of Anarchists 
Parsons and Fischer in the under- 
taker’s shop this morning. The re- 
mains were removed to the residences 
of the deceased at about 10 o’cluck. 
Theré was no excitement over the 
transfer, The bodies of Spies and 
Engel were removed last eveniig. 

It looks very much this morning as 
if the city authorities would refuse to 
allow the friends of the executed An- 
archists tocarry out their programme 
respecting their funerals, which are set 
for to-morrow. 

It has boen learned from the most 


reliable sources that Mayor RKcche, 
Chief of Police Eversal, Iuspector Bon- 
field and the Commissioner of Public 
Works have had a long conference re- 
specting what they would or would 
not allow. The Coref and Mayor are 
both against letting crowds line the 
streets through which the cortege pro- 
poses passing, and it may be decided 
that the buriais will have to be made 
separately. 

An incident occurred this morning 
which speaks the temper of the law- 
abiding people of the ty. Spies was 
a member of the Aurora Turn Verin. 
Some Socialistic members of the or- 

nization placed an Aulericau flag at 

alf-mast on the Aurora Turn Verin 
Hall. It had not been there long be- 
fore the owners of the building or- 
dered the flag taken down, and it was 
done. It is strougly hinted that the 
authorities of the Waldheim cemetery, 
the one in which it was proposed to 
bury the reds, and over their graves to 
erect a monument, were seriously 
considering whether it was not their 
duty to refuse a resting place for the 
Anarchists’ remains within their in- 
closure. At least they will not allow 
a monument. Both owners of the 
Aurora Turn Verin Hall, it may be 
pleasant to know, are Germans, It 
was also learned this moruing that the 
‘luron Verio Hall owners would most 
likely refuse to allow the body of Spies 
Lo lie in state, as was proposed. 

The rooms of the undertaking estab- 
lishment, to which the bodies of the 
Anarchits were taken after the execu- 
tion, were thrown open this morning 
from 6 until 9:30 o’clock to euabie the 
crowd which had gathered for the 
purpose, to view the remains. Only 
the bodies of Parsons and Fischer 
were there, the others having been re- 
moved. Between four and five thou- 
sand people viewed the remains. The 
jail was a gloomy place this morning. 
The bailiffs, prisoners, reporters ard 
Visitors bad not yet outworn tbe scene 
of yesterday. A detail of prisoners 
scrubbed the jail from top to bottom 
early this morning. Mrs. Schwab, to- 
gether with her two children and Mrs. 
Schnaubelt, were released from their 
cells, Schwab conversed with bis 
wife and mother for nearly two hours. 
They were separated by iron bars aud 
wire netting. Mrs. Schwab was clad 
in mourniny, in memory, perhaps, of 
the event of the previous day.

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F. New Contract With Cattle- 


men. 

Says the San Francisco Eram iner 
of yesterday: The Southeru Pacific 
Company has granted a concess:op 
to the cattlemen of Nevada which 
is of considerable importance. The 
beef supply of this market comes to 
a great extent from that State. 
Last year 1,700 carloads of cattle 
were shipped bere from the sage- 
brush State. With the cattlemen 
the question is how to maintain 
the stock in good conditiou after 
the full shipmeuts so that they cau 
constantly supply the market dur- 


ing the Wintertime. If the stock 
were to be kept on the ranges dur- 
ing the Wiuter months they would 
not be fit for sale until long after 
the opening of Spring. sonse- 
quently some means had to be de- 
vised to place the stock in a locality 
where plenty of food could be ob- 
tained instead of sending them to 
market before the approach of Wiu- 
ter. Around Reno, pent the 
cattlemen fiod that the stock can 
be kept in good condition for ship- 
ment at any time during the Win- 
ter months, aod they requested the 
Soutuern Pacific to auju-t its tr ne- 
portation of their stock from the 
free ranges on the mountains to 
this city in such a way that a por- 
tion of the snipments could be left 
over at Rene for several months. 

General Mauager A. N. Towne, 
after considering the matter, agreed 
to incorporate the followiug pro- 
vision into the cattle-shipper’s con- 
tract, which was fouud acceptable: 

Cattle ship from points in Neva- 
da, east of no te San Francisco or 
other destinations in California, may, 
during the period from October 15th of 
each year to April lith of the next 
year, at the request of the shipper, be 
stopped in trausit at Reno, in the 
State of Nevada, provided that the 
through fate from the point of sbip- 
ment to the point of flual destination 
be prepaid or ae at Reno upon such 
stoppage, it ing understood and 
agreed that such stoppage shall be for 
the purpose only of feeding and taking 
care of such cattle, and that the ship- 
pers thereof shall and will ship the 
same cattle and no other from Reno to 
their destination not later than the 15th 
day of April next ensuing, and that 
upon such reshipmeut the shipper 
shail pay to the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany the further sum of $6 for each 
aod every carload of such cattle so re- 
shipped to defray the aiditional ex- 
peuse thereby caused.
